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THE  LEGISLATIVE  COUNSEL  BUREAU. 

The  Legislative  Counsel  Bureau  was  created  by  an  act  of  the  legis- 
lature of  1913.  Its  purpose  is  to  assist  the  members  of  the  legislature  in 
the  drafting  and  amendment  of  bills  and  resolutions,  and  to  render  such 
consideration  and  service  to  any  committee  as  may  be  required.  The 
act  establishing  the  bureau  also  provides  that  any  state  officer  or  depart- 
ment may  request  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  bills  to  be  presented 
to  the  legislature.  Neither  the  chief  nor  any  employee  of  the  bureau 
is  permitted  to  divulge  the  nature  or  contents  of  any  matter  brought 
to  their  attention  except  with  the  consent  of  the  person  bringing  such 
matter  before  the  bureau.  Following  adjournment  the  Legislative 
Counsel  is  required  to  assist  the  Governor  in  the  consideration  of  such 
bills  as  may  then  remain  in  his. hands  for  approval  or  rejection.  The 
bureau  is  under  the  direction  of  Thomas  M.  Gannon  and  is  located 
in  Room  206  of  the  Capitol  Building.

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THE  LEGISLATIVE  COUNSEL  BUREAU. 


The  Legislative  Counsel  Bureau  was  created  by  an  act  of  the  legis- 
iture  of  1913.  Its  purpose  is  to  assist  the  members  of  the  legislature 
the  drafting  and  amendment  of  bills  and  resolutions,  and  to  render 
such  consideration  and  service  to  any  committee  as  may  be  required. 
The  act  establishing  the  bureau  also  provides  that  any  state  officer  or 
department  may  request  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  bills  to  be 
presented  to  the  legislature.  Neither  the  chief  nor  any  employee  of 
the  bureau  is  permitted  to  divulge  the  nature  or  contents  of  any  matter 
brought  to  their  attention  except  with  the  consent  of  the  person  bring- 
ing such  matter  before  the  bureau.  Following  adjournment  the  Legis- 
lative Counsel  is  required  to  assist  the  Governor  in  the  consideration  of 
such  bills  as  may  then  remain  in  his  hands  for  approval  or  rejection. 
The  bureau  is  under  the  direction  of  Thomas  M.  Gannon  and  is  located 
in  room  206  of  the  Capitol  Building.
